Such a resolution was adopted by 
the Menlo Park council in February 
and sent Gov. Warren. 

Ingram said that when the new 
bill is signed into law, his committee 
would ask ‘the city council to have 
all documents returned from the 
governor’s office and sent immedi- 
ately to the office of the housing ex- 
pediter for decontrol action. 

The new act would extend federal 
controls for the remainder of the 
year, with local option on decontrol.

Effective July 1, Menlo Park fire 
district personnel will receive a $25- 
a-month across the board pay in- 
crease and the district’s complement 
will be raised from 38 to 40, it was 
decided by fire district commission- 
ers Monday night, 

The wage increase will bring the 
base pay of firemen from $225 to 
$250 per month, and is in line with 
pay received by firemen in other dis- 
tricts on the Peninsula the commis- 
sioners stated. 

NEW SALARY SCALE 

Base pay of fire district Lieuten- 
ants will be raised to $325, that of 
Captains to $350, that of Assistant 
Chiefs to $375, that of Deputy Chief 
to $425, and that of the Chief to 
$531.62. Pay increases based on 
length of service with the district 
will remain as before. 

The raises and addition of meng 
will bring the district’s payroll bud- 
get to $148,000 per year. 

Both the hiring and the wage in- 
crease become effective July 1.

While it’s not a Menlo Park ‘‘home town" event, a bonfire 
of dozens of ancient automobiles to be staged in an area next 
to the Bay Meadows racetrack the night of June 30 may attract 
quite a number of spectators from this area. 


Object of the big blaze, being put on by the Burlingame-

Fire Chief Thomas Cuff told board 
members that, although the state

Here’s How 
Menlo Paik 
Got Name 


This is the tenth of a series of 
articles dealing with Menlo Park 
history. Information and pictures 
of historical interest will be appre- 
ciated. If loaned, such items will 
be treated with the greatest care 
and promptly returned to the 
owners. 


It was in 1854 that Menlo Park 
got its name, 

The name was bestowed by Den- 
nis J. Oliver and his brother-in-law, 
D. C. McGlynn, and was taken from 
that of the settlers’ birthplace: 
Menlough, County Galway, Ireland. 

It was in the previous year that 
Oliver and McGlynn arrived in the 
south county area and purchased 
a 1700-acre tract from the ,Arguello 
family. The site particularly appeal- 
ed to them in that it bore a physical 
resemblance to the home they had 
left in the Emerald Isle. 

Proud of their joint estate, the 
pair erected the historic ‘Menlo 
Park gate” at its entrance, which 
faced the west side of El Camino 
Real about 500“feet south of the 
present Santa Cruz avenue. 

The structure was in the form of a 
arch flanked by smaller arches. The 
name Menlo Park was painted on 
the main arch in foot-high letters, 
and the names of the proprietors 
were painted on the smaller arches. 
DATE INSCRIBED 

The date, August, 1854, was also | 
inscribed on the main arch. 

Legend has it that the name 
“Menlo” was a contraction of the 
original, so it could be fitted on the 
arch in larger letters, 

A more complete description of 
the Menlough of Ireland was given 
recently in a letter received by Mark 
A. Greene, 1415 Mills court, from

the Genealogical office in Dublin,

“Menlough castle, now in ruins, 


situated on the eastern banks of 
the river Corrib a few miles north of 
the city of Galway and just south of 
the village of Menlough, was the 
seat of the Blake family, which own- 
ed estates in the vicinity over two 
thousand acres in extent. The castle 
was destroyed on 26 of July, 1910 by 
a fire in which a lady of the Blake 
family lost her life.”

The letter also contains an. ex- 
tract from Lewis’ “Typographical 
Dictionary of Ireland’ edition of 
1849 which gives more specific in- 
formation about the village as it was 
during the days of McGlynn and

“MENLOUGH, a village, in the 
parish of Oranmore, union, barony, 
and county of Galway, and province 
of Connaught, about 3 miles (N by 
W) from the town of Galway; con- 
taining .221 houses, and 1100 inhabi- 
tants. It is on the left bank of the 
river Corrib, which flows hence to 
Galway; the inhabitants keep a 
great number of cows for supplying 
the town with milk. The village is 
very irregularly built. South of it is 
Menlough castle, the residence of 
Sir Valentine Blake, Bart., pleasant- 
ly situated near the river. There is 
a quarry of black marble.” 

Apparently the two settlers were 
following an occupation which they 
learned in Ireland—stockraising— 
which was enough of an occupation 
in the Menlough area to merit a 
terse comment in the “Dictionary.” 
RAPID SETTLEMENT 

McGlynn and Oliver did not lack 
neighbors for long. By 1860 all the 
land in the region was occupied as 
either farm or pasture, and trans- 
portation to San Francisco and San 
Jose, although by stage coach or 
horseback, was fairly regular. 

It was in 1860 that the name of 
another south county community 
was presaged with the arrival of 
Faxon Dean Atherton. 

Atherton, who was originally a 
Yankee from Mjaassachusetts, had 
spent several years in Chile as 2 
member of a firm engaged in the 
hide-and-tallow trade. 

Upon his arrival on the Peninsula, 
Atherton purchased 500 acres and 
built a country home. 

The estate was named “Valparaiso 


park” in honor’ of the city where 
s} Atherton had spent so many years 


and in which his wife was born.

And besides the wealthier persons 
who acquired vast. estates, there 
were people who came to the Menlo 
Park area to gain a livelihood. 

These included John and Margar- 
et Murray who, in 1854, came 
“around the Horn” in search of a 
California home, 

The family made its home for a 
time in the wood-and-adobe struc- 
ture which still stands near Colby 
avenue and Ringwood road in the 
Menlo Oaks tract, and operated a 
dairy establishment from which it 
shipped milk to San Francisco by 
stage. ’ 

The family later moved to the 
vicinity of the present Allied Arts 
Guild at Creek drive and Arbor 
road, some of the buildings of which 
were originally built by the Mur- 
rays.

Should Mark Children’s Clothes

UCKY INDEED are the young- 
sters whose mothers can sew 
for them! They are doubly fortu- 
nate because they can have better 
fitted clothing, as well as garments 
that will withstand numerous wash- 
ings because they have been well 
stitched. 

Women who sew for children re- 
port there’s much pleasure in the 
task because there are fewer fit- 
ting problems than in sewing for 
adults who are plagued with fig- 
ure problems. 

It’s easy to develop strong style 
sense when sewing for children 
because there are no radical de- 
partures in design from year to 
year. You may-use patterns over 
and over again, and thus concen- 
trate on choosing attractive ma- 
terials. 

Since cleanliness is of prime im- 
portance in sewing for children 
who seem to get dirty no matter 
where they play, materials chosen 
should be durable and washable. 

Keep the styles simple and trim- 
mings attractive, but few, inas- 
much as these will erabJe you to 
iron the garments easily. 

Above all, keep measurements of 
the youngsters up-to-date since they 
change frequently. Clothes should 
fit properly, as those too ‘arge will 
be as unattractive as too small 
ones. Even if you operate on the 
theory that they will grow into 
them, children may dislike the gar- 
ment so intensely by the time it 
fits well, that they will refuse to 
wear it except under duress.
